DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-5 and 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

With respect to claim 1 , line 9 and claim 10, line 9, it is unclear to which 
diaphragm, "the diaphragm", is referred. Do both of the diaphragms follow movement of 
the selector lever? If so, appropriate correction is required. 

With respect to claim 2, line 4; claim 10, line 17; and claim 12, line 16, it is 
unclear which diaphragm has the opening. Do both diaphragms have an opening? If 
so, appropriate correction is required. 

With respect to claim 5, line 2, the "at least one optical transmitter" lacks a proper 
antecedent basis, since only optical transmitter has been claimed in claim one. Also, in 
line 4, which diaphragm receives the optical signal via the light guide. 

With respect to claim 12, line 30, "the light guide" lacks a proper antecedent 

basis. 

Those claims not specifically addressed are inherently indefinite due to their 
dependency. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 and 7-12 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
